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THE CROSSFIRE ON THE TAXPAYER 
When the 48 gov ernors meet with Mr. Roose­ 
v elt at the White Hou se after the inau gu ration, 
they will u nd erline once more the woes that 
d escend u pon the head of the tax -gatherer in a 
d epression. 
There are many things for the gov ernors and 
the presid ent to d iscu ss, bu t one of the most im ­ 
portant, u nd ou bted ly , is the m atter of ov erlap­ 
ping state and fed eral tax es. 
Ord inarily , the state gov ernment d iv es into 
one of John Citizen's pockets for its money and 
the fed eral gov ernment d iv es into the other. Bu t 
in the last few y ears they hav e shown a tend ency 
to d iv e together into the same pocket. The Hou se 
Way s and Means Committee has d iscov ered 326 
d u plications between state and fed eral tax es, and 
now tha t times are bad these d u plications are 
beginning to pinch. 
When y ou bu y gasoline, for instance, y ou pay 
a state tax and a fed eral tax ; and in some places 
y ou pay a city and cou nty tax as well. When y ou 
bu y cigarettes y ou pay a fed eral tax , and in 13 
states y ou also pay a state tax . The fed eral gov ­ 
ernm ent tax es theatre tickets, bond and stock 
issu es, tickets to box ing matches, and so on; 
m any state gov ernments d o likewise. 
The resu lt is that the citizen gets hit twice in 
the same place. The ind irect tax , whose great 
v irtu e is that the tax pay er can’t feel it, can be 
felt q u ite plainly when this happens. 
And y et it is a whole lot easier to say , “Let's 
end all of this d u plication,” than it is to d o it. 
Ou r v ariou s gov ernments are u p against a prob­ 
lem of monu mental proportions. 
It is imperativ e that they red u ce tax es su b­ 
stantially . It is also imperativ e tha t they spend 
a lot of money on projects to take care of the 
jobless and help bring the d epression to an end . 
These two imperativ es clash head -on in a way 
tha t wou ld make Solomon himself grew gray - 
haired try ing to find a solu tion. 
W hat’s the answer? That is what the presid ent 
and the gov ernors hav e got to figu re ou t; and 
it is a safe bet that they are going to feel old er, 
wiser and wearier before they get the job d one. 


WILL HISTORY REPEAT ITSELF? 
The big need of the world tod ay seems to be 
the introd u ction into ind u stry and commerce of 
some force as far-reaching and profou nd in its 
effects as was steam power when it was first 
brou ght into general u se. 
No one who su rv ey s the state cf the world can 
fail to see the striking parallel which ex ists be­ 
tween these times and the d istressed period that 
followed the close of the Napoleonic wars. 
Then, as now. all of the world ’s lead ing na ­ 
tions were try ing to recov er from a prolonged 


and ex pensiv e war. Man-power had been cu t 
d own at an appalling rate; gov ernment d ebts 
had soared almost to astronomical figu res; trad e 
was stagnant and ev ery land had hord es of job­ 
less men; British mobs su rged throu gh Lond on 
streets, ex actly as they hav e been d oing this fall, 
breaking wind ows and fighting with the police. 
There seemed to be no way ou t. A thou ghtfu l 
Englishman of those d ay s cou ld hav e been ex ­ 
cu sed for believ ing tha t the collapse of civ iliza­ 
tion was at hand . 
Bu t it wasn’t. The age of steam power was 
ju st d awning. An entirely new force was pro­ 
jected into ind u stry and trad e. Factory prod u c­ 
tion was enormou sly increased , new markets 
were fou nd , new trad e rou tes were opened —and 
presently a sick and d iscou raged world fou nd 
that bu siness was better than ev er before, that 
the d ebts which had seemed so alarming cou ld 
be paid easily , that the hord es of u nemploy ed 
cou ld be pu t to work at higher wages than ev er 
before. 
The world situ ation tod ay is strikingly like that 
of the post-war era following Napoleon’s ex ile to 
St. Helena; so mu ch like it tha t if y ou read a 
d escription of those d ay s by a contemporary 
writer y ou will find it hard to believ e that y ou 
are not read ing something written in 1933. 
Bu t what new force can we look to for salv a­ 
tion? Are we on the v erge of introd u cing into 
ou r economy something as u psetting and re­ 
v italizing as steam power prov ed to be a centu ry 
ago? Any geniu s who can inject su ch a factor 
into the tangled world eq u ation tod ay can ex pect 
to receiv e the ard ent thanks of ev ery nation on 
earth.
